The ‘New Hospital 


ONGKONG has 
pressing problems, but 
none more acute than the 
{nadequacy of hospital ac- 
commodation and medical 
facilities for its swollen 
population. Thus we cannot 
but welcome Government's 
announcement that it has 
approved plans for a new 
hospital in Kowloon which 
will be the biggest of Its 
kind {In the Commenweanlth. 
It is going to cost a stagger- 
Ing amount of money ($50 
million) but seme geod 
valuo fa promised, and if 
we are going to dip into 
our financial reserves, what 
more fustifinble project 
could there be than # 
hospital capable of satis- 
fying focal demands, 

Moat attractive fenture of the 
new hospital is its com- 
pletenens, — 1,276, beds. 
61 ward units, 200 beds for 
child patients, n dozen 
opernting theatres, — radio- 
logical, physiotherapy, oc- 
cupational therapy and 
obstetrics departments, to- 
gether with laboratories. 
It Js a hospital that will be 
au showpiece nas well as a 
much necded medical — in- 
stitution. 

General approval will also be 
forthcoming of the siting 
of the hospital, While it 's 
centrally situated so far as 
Kowloon is concerned, it 
enjoys the distinct advant- 
ago of being on the King's 
Park platenu, thua ensuring 
plenty of Hght, fresh alr 
and commanding views, A 
better position could hard- 
ly be conceived, 

The hospital, together 
its administrative — offices 
and staff quarters will be 
ready for full use in four 
yoars’ time, 4 perfod which 
Government will have to 
utilise to meet and solve 
the allied problem of 
engoying the huge staff 
which the hospital will 
require, 

This may be no easy task, 
especially the obtaining of 
specialists and other quali- 
fled medical personnel. 
There will need to be an 
intensive drive for sisters, 
nurses and == probationers, 
and while it is likely 
Government will be able to 
draw to some extent on the 
local Jabour market, un- 
doubtedly a considerable 
amount of overseas re- 
crulting will be required. 
This is something which 
cannot be Ieft to the last 
minute. 

But whatever the difficulties, 
it can be expected they 
will be overcome, and 
Hongkong can look  for- 
ward with confidence to 
possessing in 1960 a hos- 
pital worthy of the Colony 
and its needs,

1926, citizens of 
Toronto found, them-

After other prepos-- 
terous legneies, about a 
million dollars had been left 
for the woman who gave ¢ 
birth to most children 
within Toronto city limits 
during the ensuing ten 
years, 

Charles Millar aged 73 bache- 
for lawyer and sportsman, who 
made the will, died on Novem~ 
ber 1 of that year. 

He had come ‘to town one 
autumn day in the carly 1870s 
and registered = bt ictoria 
College, Mothodist aMatlon of 
Toronto University. His pious, 
hard-used little mother was 
determined her only son should 
be a minister. 

‘Torontu—bubbling with civic 
pride—was o growing, obsire- 
perous down, dull of political 
rivalry, religious bigotry and 
temperance zeal. 

Charlic Millar, fresh from the 
farm, hod little use for any of 
it.

We drained and dried the 
liver, popped kt inte the 
emulsiticr, added doz. fresh pork 
fat, cut from under the skin of 
the loin, half a small apple, an 
ogg, four fillets of anchovies, a 
shallot and a clove of garlic, 
und switched on the machine. 
In a minute, it was all a per- 
feot cream, 

Next, we melted t oz, butter 
and gently couked 11%07, plain 
flour In it. Removed tt from the 
heat und stirred in 4 pint milk.

E then returned the sauce to

The liver puree mixture wus 
then slowly stirred Into the 
white sauce, then the seasoning. 
We added freshly milled pepper 
and rock salt. T tasted the mix- 
ture and so did the girls, and 
they Uked it. We added more 
salt and, finally, a ittlo sherry. 
We had three tastings at this 
stage and they decided the 
flavour. 


We had already Uned o ter- 
rine with very thin slices of 
the same pork fat we had used 
in the mixture, We turned the 
puree into it, added o bay leaf 
and covered the top with more 
thinly sliced pork fat, 

We put on the lid, stood the 
terrine in a pan half-Alied with 
hot water and placed it in an 
oven at 325 degrees Fahr. After 
a few minutes the heat was 
reduced to 300 degrees. This 
remained in the oven for two 
hours and the girls will taste 
the pate next Ume they come. 
Meanwhile, it remains in the 
safety of my refrigerator. 

Q.—Why stand the terrine in 
water? 

A.—Because it keeps back the 
Full heat frome the dish.

It soems to bo almost {m- 
possible these days to write 
about soccer without making 
reference to the recent 
deterioration in fleld conduct in 
Colony football. 

There bas been nothing in the 
lmtest games to suggest there » 
any Improvement on the way, 
in fact present Indications ofe 
that the decline ts continuing. 

This ts, {in many ways, an 
alarming state of affairs. Rough 
and dirty play constitutes o 
cancerous condition that spreads 
with remarkable speed into cven 
the healthiest of place. 

I think everyone who follows 
the game will agree that the pre- 
gent unsutisfactory trend must 
bo halted. The appropriate dis- 
ciplinary committee of the HKFA 
hag shown that it ts determined 
4o play ity pert as far as punish- 
ing major offendots is concerned, 
but while that may act as a 
deterrent to possible culpriis, it 
4s neither the beginning nor the 
end of @ cure. 


Obviously the greatest contri- 
bution can be made by the 
players themsclyes. Et is often 
easy to find excusts and ¢x- 
tenuating clrcumstances to tein- 
per this or that offence. It is 
cusy, tov, to simile away a ficct- 
ing indiscretion made maybe on 
the spur of the moment or in 
the heat of a hectic game, but 
every pluyer should realise that 
such things are accumulailve, 

The man who ‘dishes it out’ 
today without being spotted or 
penalised by the referee may 
have to ‘take it’ tomorrow and 
maybe 
pryateal and official consequences 

h to him and to the offender. 


Club officials must also play 
on important role, Tha conduct 
of their players ig a direct ro- 
ficction on their own implied 
upprouch to the game and if they 
ullow serlous afd repoated mis- 
conduct to pass unmentioned 
they are doing a disservice not 
only to thelr own club but to 
football in gencral, 


MOST PRACTIOAL 


Finally the most potent and 
practical of all weapons is in 
the hands of tho referee, His 
role must be preventive ay well 
as punitive. This is much tho 
samo thing as a policeman who 
prevents crime by his mere pre- 
sence, simply because it is 
realised that he will not tolerate 
misdeeds or shirk from his re- 
sponsibilities when the neces- 
tity arloes, 

No one wants to sec a super 
raco of unimaginative whistic 
happy officials, ond cortalaly no 
one wants to see the vital 
ebulence of playdérs suppressed 
to the point of elimination, but 
somewhere In between thero ts 
a happy medium. 

Tolcration 4s, in this case, the 
greatest possible evil in the way 
of improved conduct. Most 
football folks generally are 
celecHhe cnough ‘to accept the 
Isolated inciden¢ without being 
unduly perturbed, but they 
soon find the spectacle of a re- 
guar offender distasteful and, 
of course, like tho bad apple in 
the barrel, the rot spreads slowly 
ond surely ta other players.
